A third facet to Barlow's pecu- 


liar memory is that he never for- 
gets an error that one of his musi- 
cians makes. 
If a fiddle player

er repeat the mistake. But

seldom do. 


Barlow himself is tall, slim, and 


has an unusually high forehead— 
'A musician's forehead."

late Houdini's. Barlow is an Ohioan 
is 45, and is called the "Father of 
American Music."

The motion picture extra Is in a 


field where labor is at once scarce 
and abundant. For the few, because 
they are the types most frequently

much as $4,000 a year. For the ex- 
tras as a whole, the cold statistics ' 
show that in 1941 55 per cent of the 
women and 37 per cent of the men 
earned less than $300,—so

less in many instances as to fall be- 
low commonly

subsis- 


tence levels. 


Those types most in demand are 


the youthful and dress extras. The I 
percentage of extras who are pho- 
tographically as well as physically 
'young" is small. The types

so, and increasingly this is true, 
have placed an accent on youth. As 
pictures more and more attempt 
to keep pace with current events 
—war themes — the
